‘Goeree-Flakec off the Netherlands coapt — the 
scene of some of the worst devastation

This 
concerned a last-minute  dis- 
cussion about which ring finger 
shou'd receive the ring, and the 
Archbishop. finaly ¢hose the 
wrong one and Iiterally ford 
the ring on to her fourth finger, 
causing her considerable pain 
decnuse It had been made to fit 
her little finger. : 

Queen Victoria's diary © cntry 
read: "... the Princesses went 
away about half an hour before 
I did; the Archbishop hod put 
ihe ring on the ‘wrong finger, 
and the cons¢quence was that 1 
had the greatest diMoulty to 
take it off again — which I ‘at 
lnst did with great pain. ...” 

Yet another incident at this 
crowning drought a diary com- 
ment ‘from the young ' Queen. 
The aged Lord Rolle tripped as 
he. mounted the steps to the 
Throne for, the Homage.

Japanese-Philippines reparations negotiations will 
see the firat.sign of real progress with the ex- 


pected conclusion in Manila later this month of an 
agreement covering Japanese salvage of vessels 


sunk in Manila Bay during World ‘War IT. 
This is according to Pres reports hero today. 


Preliminary reparations talks 
are expected to begin in Tokyo 
during the datter half of this 


month, 

According to the Press reports 
the Japanese Government holds 
to the view that the pact . on 
salvage ceventuolly will be part 
of the overall Japanese repara- 
tions payments to the Philippines 
Goverament, 

or this reason the Govern- 
ment expects this pact to be In 
the form of an “Interim” repara- 
tions treaty proposal, 

The team of Japanese salvage 
experts say that they have prac- 
tically completed survey work of 
44 vessels sunk Jn Manila Bay.
